High School Teachers Urge Way 
Be Found to Restore 
Mrs. Young. 


SPECIAL SESSION IMPROBABLE 


A movement to induce Mayor Harrison to 
pick five new members of the board of edu- 
cation on the basis of merit instead of polit- 
ical serviceability was launched yesterday. 

Four hundred men and women, assembled 
in Fullerton hall at the Art institute, adopted 
& resolution, introduced by Miss Jane 
Addams, calling upon the mayor to make 
public in advance the names of candidates 
and prospective appointees. 


Demand Mayor Grant Publicity. 
The resolution is couched in this language: 
Whereas, The mayor has announced 
that he will send to the council the names 
of five appointees to the board of educa- 
tion, and | ad 
Whereas, The mayor acts in this as 
the trustee of the people who are properly 
interested in the management of the 
schools and who should be able to sup- 
port the mayor in his appointments to 
those important offices; therefore be it 
Resolved, That the mayor be urged to 
publish the names of the nominees, to the 
end that he may have the judgment of 
the city upon his choice before the names 
are sent to the council for confirmation. 
The mayor up to last night had not made 
known the identity of any probable ap- 
pointees. He has, however, received many 
suggestions from different citizens. Among 
the names presented to him are those of 
Sheldon 
A. MeGill( chairman of the board of gov- 
ernors of the Illinois St. Andrew's society; 
Robert M. Rogers, Charlies W. Hepey, Joe 
Beatty Burtt, Dr. 
Joseph H. Nicolai. 


Teachers Back Mrs, Yeung. 

While keen interest was turning upon the 
mén the mayor will select to fill the places 
of the five men whose resignations he ac- 
cepted, the first pronounced action of pub- 
lic school teachers was taken. A request 
that some means be found to reéstablisb 
Mrs. Ella Flagg Young's connection with 
the schools was voted by the High School 
Teachers’ club meeting in the Mallers build- 
ing at night. 

The resolution reads: 

The members of the High School 
Teachers’*club wish to say that they ad- 
mire the work of Mrs. Young as super- 
intendent of schools; that they believe 
her wise, just, honest, and capable; that 
they believe she has at heart the inter- 
ests of the school children and taxpay- 
ers, the two classes to be considered in 
any scheme of public education; that she 
has recognized the teachers as the chief 
instruments in education, and has tried 
to make conditions such that they could 
and would give their best to that educa- 
tion. Therefore, they regret her retire- 
ment and desire that some means be 
found to reéstablish her connection with 
the schools. 

Although mention of the newly elected su- 
perintendent, John D. Shoop, was diplomat- 
ically omitted from the resolution, the atti- 
tude of the high school teachers was taken 
as forecasting probable friction between the 
new superintendént, if he persists in keeping 
** his hat in the ring,’’ and the teaching force. 


Special Session Improbable. 

Meantime speculation continues as to what 
will happen at the next sitting of the school 
board. Peter Reinberg, who resigned the 
presidency but is still acting, had planned to 
call a special meeting for tomorrow. But 
possible legal obstructions and objections by 
sgme board members and Mayor Harrison 
probably will prevent a special session. 

Mr. Reinberg has asked Mrs. George Bass 
to visit his office to discuss the situation. 
She is chairman of a committee which re- 
quested a special meeting to give opportu- 
nity to ask trustees who voted against Mrs. 
Young to explain. The question of rescind+ 


ing the action also was to be taken up, 


‘*The mayor doesn’t want to get in any 
deeper than we are at present,”’ Mr. Reinberg 
said. '‘‘ He is uncertain whether it is best 
to hold a special meeting. The attorney for 
the board has expressed his doubt as to the 
legality of such a meeting. He is going to 
look it up, however, a.id let me know in time 
to issue the call for the meeting if there is no 
legal obstruction.”’ 


Ask Shoop to Resign Today. 

The women, if they cannot have a special 
meeting, will wait until the regular meeting 
a week hence and will make their fight then.

National. Committee May 


Change Rules; State Con- 
ventions to Ratify. 


WILL CUT SOUTH’S POWER 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special. ]—Re- 
organization of the Republican party ona 
plan responsive to the will of the voters prob- 
ably will be accomplished without the hold- 
ing of a special national convention. 

Attheclose ofa six hour informal session of 
the national committee tonight the opponents 
of a special convention appeared to be inthe 
majority. The indications are that the com- 
mittee when it meets formally tomorrow will 
adopt this alternative reorganization plan. 
The national committee shall reapportion 
delegate representation in national conven- 
tions, recognize primary laws, and proclaim 
other reforms, all of which shall be effective 
when ratified by Republican state conven- 
tions !n two-thirds of the states which cast 
electoral votes for Taft in 1908. 

On motion of Committeeman Roy O. West 
of Illinois, Chairman Hilles appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of Charles B. Warren of 
Michigan, Senator Smoot of Utah, Senator 
Borah of Idaho, R. B. Howell of Nebraska, 
and former Gov. Hadley of Missouri to frame 
the resolutions which will be presented to 
the committee tomorrow. 


Will Offer Both Plans. 

One of these resolutions will provide for 
the calling of a special national convention 
to effect the reorganization of the party. 
The other resolution will present the alter- 
native plan of committee reorganization with 
state convention ratification. 

William Barnes of New York and Mr. War- 
ren will lead the fight for a special conven- 
tion, but they do not appear to be confi- 
dent of victory. An overwhelming major- 
ity of the committee was shown to favor 
the elimination of the paper representation 
of the south, the recognition of primary laws, 
and the curtailment of the arbitrary power 
of the national committee in ruling national 
conventions. 

Most of the discussion was on the method 
of carrying out these reforms. A consid- 
erable faction of the committee held that 
only a national convention can change basis 
of representation, although these members 
admitted the numerous objections to the 
holding of a national gathering next year. 


Warren Offers Compromise. 

Finally Mr. Warren, although committed 
to the special convention plan, suggested the 
scheme of committee reorganization with 
state ratification in the event the national 
committee should rule against special con- 
vention. This proposition found favor with 
a large number of the members. 

The southern committeemen finally said 
they would accept such a pian if the basis of 
delegate apportionment devised by the com- 
mittee should not reduce their representation 
more than 60 per cent. 

The fight.on the special convention scheme 
was led by Mr. West. Although a member 
of the law committee which reported that 
the national comm.uttee is not author-zed to 
change the basis of representation, he be- 
liéves that the committee ought to assume 
that power in deference to the popular will. 


Urges “Unit Rule” Change. 

Such Progressives as Senator William F. 
Borah of Idaho strongly advocated the reso- 
lution directing the national committee to 
prescribe a unit of representation that would 
minimize the influence of the south in party 

eouncils without reference to the national 
convention of 1916, or the local organizations

Resents Satires on Adminis- 
tration’s Policy in the 
Philippines. 


COURTS MARTIAL FEARED 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—President Wil- 


fen tonight formally withdrew his recent ac- 


eptance of honorary membership in the 
Military Order of the Carabao, composed of 
regular and volunteer officers of the army 
and navy who served in the¢-Philippine islands 
during the four years succeeding the Span- 
ish-American war. 

Earlier in the day the president had ordered 
an investigation of various satires and trav- 
esties on the administration's policy toward 
the Philippines as portrayed at a banquet of 
the Carabaos in Washington Thursday night. 

The affair was attended ly Secretaries Red- 
field, Daniels, and Postmaster General Burie- 
son, Justices McKenna and Van Deventer 
of the United States Supreme court, many 
members of congress, and hundreds of army 
and navy officers. 


Courts Martial May Result, 

The demand for an investigation together 
with intimations from the White House that 
courts martial and severe reprimands would 
not be surprising 4s a result of the banquet 
caused a sensation in army and navy circles 
in the capital. 

The incident first came to the president’s 
attention when he read accounts of it in the 
newspapers. 

Through his secretary he communicated 
with various members of the cabinet expreas- 
ing his indignation that officers of the army 


and navy should sing songs containing pro- 


fane epithets toward a people whom the 
United States was endeavoring to assist to 
self-government and civilization. 


Battleship Burlesque Displeases, 
The president felt particularly displeased 
the travesty on the acdminietration's 
peace policy and criticistns aimed at Secre- 
tary Bryan when three six foot models of 
battleships, borne by concealed boys, were 
carried into the banquet room. 

In the muzzie of the guns were siuck 
the milk white dove was 
perched on each fighting top. 

They were named “ U. 8. 8. Fellowship,” 
“Uy. 8. 8S. Friendship,” “” U. 8. 8 Pifie.” 

Another satire was a moving picture film 


of a three year pursuit of a Filipino colonel, 


who time and again escaped capture, and 
hardly had been apprehended when he was 
made governor of a province. 


Resented Thrusts at Officials, 

It was made plain at the White House that 
while a general burlesque of the administra- 
tion's peace policies and thrusts at Secretary 
Bryan and others were deeply resented be- 
cause they came from the army and navy of- 
ficers, the chief objection was to the spirit 
of hostility shown to Philippine independence 
as the problem is being worked out by the 
present administration. 

Secretaries Daniels and Garrison conferred 
at length on the subject and called upon 
Rear Admiral Thomas T. Howard, U. & N., 
and Maj. Gen. James Aleshire, U. 8. A., the 
two highest officers of the Carabaos, for an 
explanation. They promised tc: give all the 
information desired. They would not discuss 
the incident for publication. 

Dr. Joseph M. Heller, secretary of the 
Washington corral of the Carabao, issued a 
statement tonight expressing regret on be- 
half of the order, particularly those who had 
to do with Thursday night/adinner, that any 
feature of the program had given offense.

rtzen Coalition Declares, 8 


Change Rules at Will, 


PUT UP OWN COMMITTEES 


Act on Opinion of Hoyne Aid, 
Who Supplants County At- 
torney Chindblom. 


- 


The Bartzen crowd in the county board 
yesterday tried to seize control of the 
county business. They declared a majority 
had the right to change the rules at will. 
They voted—8 to 6—to supplant President 
McCormick’s committee appointments with a 
list which they had prepared themselves. 

If their scheme wins out the taxpayers’ 
money is at their disposal and the annual 
budget will be made to suit their whim. 
They decided to supplant County Attorney 
Chindblom with State's Attorney Maclay 
Hoyne as the legal adviser of the board. 


Act on Hoyne Aid’s Advice. 

Directly after they had voted for this prop- 
osition one of Mr. Hoyne’s assistants ap- 
peared as from a magician’s sleeve and ad- 
vised them they had the right to make their 
own committee appointments. His opinion, 
he said, was on‘authority of Mr. Hoyne. But 
he admitted Mr. Hoyne had never seen the 
opinion. 

This opinion, which gave the Bartzen com- 
bination everything it asked, held that 
the provision in the board rules that a two- 
thirds vote, or ten members, was necessary 
to change the rules was void. This enabled 
the Democratic combine to adopt reselutions 
and committees by a vote, divided as hereto- 
fore, like this: 

Aye—Bartzen (H.-H.), Burg (Sullivan), 
Fitzgerald (Sullivan), Harris (Sullivan),

Eurg Offers Resolution. 

Commissioner Burg thereupon sprung the 
next act in the comedy, the new legal adviser 
having advisedly -eated himself next to Com- 
missioner Maloney. His resolution was a 
six page typewritten affair, and recited that 
the board was composed of fifteen members 
and that eight constituted a majority, which 
ruled in everything except appropriation 
matters It set up the claim that the legisia- 
ture had provided that finance and public 
service committees should be appointed by 
the board, not the president.

| Stockholder Would Prevent 
Interlocking of Peoples Gas 
and Commonwealth Boards. 


“FREEZE OUT” ALLEGED. 


Insull, Mitchell, and Patten 
Named as Partners in a 
‘““Conspiracy.’’ 


Charges that officers of the Commonwealth 
Edison company are illegally acting as of- 
ficers of the Peoples Gas Light and Coke 
company are made in a bill filed in the Cir- 
cuit court yesterday by James J. McCarthy, 
a minority stockhoider in the gas company. 

He asks for an injunction restraining the 
directors of the gags company from issuing 
any stocks or bonds and that Samuei Insull, 
John J. Mitchell, and James A. Patten be 
enjoined and restrained from acting as of- 
ficers and directors of the gas company on 
the grounds that they are connected with 
the Commonwealth Edison company. 

Mr. Insull is chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the gas company as well as being 
president of the Commonwealth gompany. 
The gas company directors include Mr. In- 
sull, Mr. Patten, and Mr. Mitchell, James F. 
Meagherand E.G. Cowdery. Mr. Patten and 
Mr. Mitchell also are directors of the Com- 
monwealth company. 


“Freezeout” Effort Alleged. 

The bill says the stockholders of the Com- 
monweaith Edison company have obtained 
control of a majority of the shares of the 
capital stock of the gas company, and have 
conspired to manage its affairs, lésecn its 
business, decrease the value of its shares, 
and freeze out the small stockholders, and 
_take over the assets of the gas company, in- 
cluding a surplus of $1,000,000. 

“It is against public policy that two com- 
petitive companies should be managed and 
eontrolled by the same persons,” the bill 
says, ‘‘and the present state of affairs has 
resulted in a lack of competition between 
the companies for the lighting business in 
the city.’’ 

Acts of Directors Cited. 

In furtherance of the alleged conspiracy 
to freeze out the smaller shareholders the 
gas company directors called a meeting on 
Nov. 14 and adopted a resolution authoriz- 
ing an increase of the capital stock of the 
gas company froni $35,000,000 to $50,000,000, 
the bill says. 

Under the resolution of Nov. 14 an issue of 
stock to the amount of $3,500 , a portion of 
the total to be increased, was authorized, and 
each shareholder is given the privilege of 
{posge ge therefor at par to the amount of 


} 


9 per cent of the stock held by him, such 
privilege to expire on Dec. 22, it is alleged. 

The board of directors is now receiving sub- 
scriptions for the increase of capital stock, 
and unless restrained by the court will cause 
a depression in the value of the stock now 
outstanding. the bill says. 


Market Value Decreases. 

When an announcement had been made in 
the financial columns of the newspapers of 
Chicagé that the bonds would be issued by 
the board of directors, it caueed a decrease in 


cording to Mr. McCarthy. 

Mr. McCarthy is represented by the law 
firm of Mills & Holly. He is head of the Chi- 
cago-Cleveland Tar Roofing company, with 
offices in the gas company’s building. He 
says he owns 241 shares. 

Attorney James F. Meagher, counsel for 
the gas company, had but terse comment to 
make.

“Poison Pen” Letters. 


SOCIETY LEADER TARGET 


Editor and Many Prominent Per- 
sons of City Received Epis- 
tles Through Mail. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Dec. 15.—[Special.J— 
‘* Poison Pen” letters which have been circu- 
lating in Wilkesbarre’s social circles for the 
last month, and in which Mrs. C. J. Wallace, a 
prominent social worker, a member of the 
Luzerne county board of visitation, and 
the wife of Dr. C. J. Wallace, a leading 
physician, has been called a “‘ knave * and 
a ‘tool’ of politicians, are responsible for 
the arrest of Miss Kate Davis, superin- 
tendent of the National Legal Regulation 
league, an organization that censors mov- 
ing pictures. 

Miss Davis has been released on $1,000 bail 
for her appearance at the next term of court 
to answer to a charge of criminal libel. 


Letters Started in October. 

The letters first made their appearance in 
October, when many prominent women of 
Wilkesbarre received anonymous missives 
attacking Mrs. Wallace. Some of Mrs. Wal- 
lace’s friends turned their letters over to 
her, but, while she suspected that she knew 
the author, she made no public complaint. 
When another batch of letters went out Dr. 
Wallace decided to cause the arrest of Miss 
Davis. 
A warrant was sworn out for the arrest of 
Miss Davis several weeks ago, but was not 
served because she had gone on a tour of 
several states in behalf of the National Legal 


Regulation league. 


Arrested on Return to City. 

When she came back to this city she was 
arrested. Mrs. H. H. Harvey, president of 
the Civic league; Miss Browe, a prominent 
social worker in northeastern Pennsylvania; 
and F. C. Kirkendall, editor of the Wilkes- 
barre Times-Leader, all of whom received 
“poison pen” letters, were subpcenaed to 
identify the handwriting. 

A letter which was received by F. C. Kirk- 
endall and the writing of Miss Davis were 
compared. The similarity of the handwrit- 
ing was such that Ald. Pollock deemed it suf- 
ficient evidence on which to hold Miss Davis 
for court.

The Commercial Telegrapherk’ Journal, 
December issue, publishes in detail a charge 
that officials of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company have been working to destroy 
the Commercial Telegraphers’ Union of 
America. The period in which the company 
was most active in these efforts to crush 
the organized workers, according to the 
allegations, was in 1911 and 1912. 


The exposé. purports to show: 3 


Official orders from the New York head- 
quarters of the company to “ break up 
this union and spare no expense.” . 

Spy system by which the company at- 
tempted to keep in touch with the plans 
of the union. 

Discharge of hundreds of telegraphers 
on the suspicion that they were members 
of the union. 

Looting of hotel rooms, rifling of bag- 
gage and effects of union officers, and 
theft of union records from depot bag- 
gage rooms. 

Failure and abandonment of the project 
after an estimated expenditure of $50,000. 


Publishes a Sworn Confession.

| In support of the allegations, the union pub- 
lishes the sworn confession of George I, 


Converse, alias Edward H. Victar, who says 
that he is a nephew of R. M. Shodmaker, chief 
special agent of the Western/Union Tele- 
gpk company. Converse says that he 
“union wrecking "’ work for the 


In his confession Converse names men and 
women who, in the guise of telegraphers, he 
says, were paid by the company to spy on em- 
ployés and report for discharge those who 
were thought to be members of the union, 
and others who were used to trail officials 
of the union and steal records and member- 
ship lists of the organization. 

It is charged that a suitcase belonging 
to a union official was stolen out of a depot 
by a ‘spy.’ It contained a list of names of 
telegraphers, which the special agent’s aid 
assumed to be a roster of the union mem- 
bers. Speedily the company is said to have 
begun systematically to “fire” these per- 
sons. in all, forty are said to have been 
“bounced” from the Chicago offices and 
600 in the whole country. Then it was dis- 
covered that the list in question was not a 
roster of union members at all, but a list of 
employés whom the union hoped to induce 
to join. 


“Keep Close Watch on Konenkamp.” 

Among the documents reproduced in the 
“exposé is one purporting to be from Spe- 
cial Agent Shoemaker to one of his opera- 
tives, apologizing for the fact that the opera- 
tive’s expense account had been cut and in- 
structing him to watch 8S, J. Konenkamp, 
president of the union..

‘GROWTH OF TRAFFIC I$ SLOW 'EX-CONVICT TELLS 


Burlington Official Says Wages 
Have Risen Too Fast. 


HEARING BEFORE ARBITERS. 


Not All Road’s Profit Can Be Given to 
Men, Byram Declares. 


Figures purporting to show that wages of 
Burlington railroad employés have increased 
faster than traffic were presented to the fed- 
eral board of arbitration yesterday in the 
wage dispute between the railroad and its 
5,000 conductors and trainmen. The hear- 
ing was in the federal building. 

The employés rested their case last Satur- 
day. H. HB. Byram, vice president in charge 


Attorney Hale Holden conducted the exam- 
ination. The cross-examination was by 
Vice President W. A. Whitney of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen. 

One of the exhibits showed the increase 
in wages compared with the increase in 
freight and passenger train miles from 1902 
to 1918. According to the figures, the Bur- 


0.28 per cent, while freight train wages went 
Passenger train miles 
went up 22.18 per cent and passenger train 
wages 74.53 per cent. 

In support of the road’s contention, Attor- 
ney Holden argued that the Burlington’s 
prosperity is not necessarily an argument 
in favor of higher wages. 

“Railroads are required to give account 
of their stewardshig to the public,” he said. 
“They are required constantly to increase 
efficiency and safety.” 

Mr. Byram presented a mass of statistics. 
They showed that the road since 1908 ex- 
pended $20,187,273 for road betterment. In 


for new rolling stock and equipment. 

On dividends the exhibits showed a com- 
paratively small increase since 1902, when 
the annual dividen was $7,475,063, or $922 a 
mile. In 1912 the dividend was $8,867,128, or

Young as Inefficient 
and Faddish. 


WRITES TO HARRISON. 


Presents Four Charges, Ineclud- 
ing Assertion That High 
.  Sehools Are “Delusion.”

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the Woman’s City club, and Mrs. James Mor- 
rison of the North Side Suffrage association. 
The mayor asserted he has no doubt of 
the validity of the five resignations of trus- 
tees which he accepted. He would not an- 
nounce whom the new men will be. 
‘Will you ask the law department for ad- 


vice covering the possibility that these men. 


will claim their seats evem after their suc- 
cessors have been appointed?’ wae asked. 

“If they do that, I suppose that the situa- 
tion will be handied just as it was under the 
Busse administration. They will be refused 
recognition and their names will nct be called 
op roll calls.”’ 


Dibelka Asks ‘‘Trial.” 

The mayor would not comment on the let- 
ter sent to him by James B. Dibelka, in which 
Mr. Dibelka said he would resign gladly if 
a number of charges he made against Mrs. 
Young were not true. 

Mr. Dibelka asked for a jury of men and 
women composed of three selected by Mrs. 
Young, three by himself, and three selected 
by the firat six. Mr. Dibelka accused Mrs. 
Young of deficiency of-executive ability, po- 
litical intriguing; that she has made the ele- 
mentary schools inefficient and the high 
achools. “ the most expensive delusion per- 
petrated on the taxpayers of the city.” 

The five “ ousted "’ trustes met in a long 
azession in the office of Henry W. Huttmann. 
They began at 3:30 o’clock and were in ses- 
xion until late in the evening. Mr. Huttmann, 
Marry A. Lipsky, John C. Harding, Mr. 
Dibelka, and Charlies O. Sethness were joined 
later by William Rothmann and John J. 
Sonsteby. They vent over the legal aspects 
of their case and decided to attend any board 
session that may be called. 

“One of the best attorneys of the-city told 
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me today,’ Mr. Sonsteby said, “ that those 
resignations are contrary to public policy 
and that they will not be accepted as valid 
in any court. If the mayor appoints five 
other men he will jeopardize the finances 
of the board.. We have to borrow $5,000,000 
between now and April in advance of tax col- 
lections. 

“ Besides, if the board removes Mr. Shoop 
it will have a big lawsuit on its hands. The 
board cannot vote the tenure of office of 
Mr. Shoop two weeks by suspending the 
rules. Neither can it rescind itsaction in 
electing him."’ ae 

The ‘‘ ousted *’ men decided they are at 
least trustees until their successors may 
qualify. They have made known their atti- 
tude, they say, and are ready for any action 
the mayor may take. The mayor also has 
received word of the feelings of the ousted 
men. 


Dibelka’s Letter to Mayor. 

Mr. Dibelka’s letter to the mayor is as fol- 
lows: ’ 

“Upon my return to the city I am in re- 
ceipt of your two favors, dated the 12th and 
18th, respectively, accepting my resignation 
as school trustee. 

“I do not care to discuss the purported res- 
ignation at present. Suffice to say, had I 
known that the courtesy you requested was 
intended as a club over my head I certainly 
would have most positively declined the ap- 
pointment, much less signed my name to such 
paper. 

** You will please recollect that I twice re- 
fused the crown and only upon urgent solici- 
tation of my personal friends did I accept this 
wreath of thorns, 

*# Permit me to state that while I knew right 
aleng, from the time of my appointment, that 
you were desirous of retaining Mrs. Young 
at the head of our school system, I also know 
that you will not stand for expenditure of 
taxpayers’ money for whims and fancies of 
the women clique that has fastened itself at 
the throat of our public schools. 


Hoped for “Graceful Retirement.” 
**I debated with my conscience a very long 


time, wavering not only between my sworn | 


duty to the publiciland consequent injury that 
may cloud your future politica! aspiration, 
because of being your appointee, but also be- 
cause of the esteem and respect I had for 
Mrs. Young. I hoped against hope that she 
might see the wisdem of her retirement and 
gracefully step out, but I was doomed to dis- 
appointment. 

“T finally concluded that in order you and 
citizens of this city ray fully realize the 
conditions in our schools, drastic action will 
be necessary such as will stir our taxpayers 
from their lethargy to full realization of the 
true state of affairs and show them how their 
hard earned money is misspent. 

‘I have known you as a cool headed execu- 
tive, and I fail to understand why you have 
taken suchhasty action in view of no impend- 
ing danger.

Presents Four Charges. 

I will present the following charges and it 
will be up to Mrs. Young to disprove them. 
If she is sustained it will make her so much 
greater and I will retire from the board in 
disgrace: 

1. I charge that our grammar schools 
are inefficient, her administration reac- 
tionary, demoralizing to our teaching 
force, and wasteful. 

2. That our high schools are the most 
expensive delusions perpetrated on the 
taxpayers. 

3. With political intrigue tending to. 
diminish the efficiency of school trustees. 

4. Deficient in executive ability. 

“ These are general charges and I am ready 
to make them more specific at the proper 
time and before the proper parties. 

“Tam not fighting a woman or any tndivid- 
ual, but a system—the system of reactionaries 
and standpatters. 

“In conclusion, Mr. Mayor, permit me to 
State that I pardon your expression you chose 
to use in referring to ‘secret ballot’ and 
*‘underhanded methods,’ but on the only 
theory possible—namely: that the petti- 
coatia-demenhtia germ must have infected the 
city hall.’’ 


Huttmann Fears Chaos, 

Mr. Huttmann also wrote the mayor, con- 
cluding as follows: 

“TI respectfully call your attention to the 
fact that if you attempt to appoint a succes- 
sor to me and such person takes a seat on the 
board, he will be a usurper and interloper, 
and the legality of any action taken by the 
board composed in part of such persons will 
be open to a serious question and may result 
in great difficulty and confusion in the finan- 
cial and other affairs of the board.’’ 


Mrs. Young to Take Vacation. 

The controversy over the superintendency 
probably will be settled while Mrs. Young 
is out of town, She will leave on Friday for 
a few weeks’ vacation with a party of 
friends., They will spend Christmas in the 
mountains of North Caroiina and will return 
to Chicago about Jan. 1. 

William Rothmann, member of the school 
board whom Mrs. Young believes was her 
most active enemy, requested of the chair- 
man permission to speak at the Fullerton 
hall meeting called to protest against Mrs. 
Young’s withdrawal as superintendent of 
achools. 

Mr. Rothmann listened to the reading of 


——— 


two resolutions, the first denouncing the 
hasty election of Jehn D. Shoop, the second 
asking that Mayor Harrison submit to the 
public for approval the names of candidates 
for positions on the school board. 

Prof. George H. Mead, chairman, then gave 
Mr. Rothmannh permission to speak. But 
Mr. Rothmann had changed his mind. He 
remained sitting and kept silent. 

Then the resolutions were paseed with a 
total of three dissenting votes. 

“| didn’t want to butt in,” Mr. Rothmann 
afterward explained. ‘‘If I had stood up 
there everybody would have thought I was 
interfering. I would have taken exception 
to a number of slurs on Mayor Harrison, 
and one against John C. Harding. I thought 
they were going to ask me up on the stage.” 


To Hold His Own Meeting. 


His friends took occasion to announce that 
Mr. Rothmann will hold his own little mass- 
meeting tomorrow night at the Pilgrim 
Congregational ‘church, Sixty-fourth street 
and Harvard avenue. 

Mr. Rothmann did not have any remarks 
to make about a resolution introduced by 
Jane Addams, calling upon the mayor as 
@ public servant to make public the names 
of the candidates for the vacancies on the 
board. Two of his friends voted against the 
resolution. 

The 400 persons who attended the meet- 
ing were unanimous in their approval of a 
resolution amended by Miss Margaret Haley, 
president of the Chicago Teachers’ federa- 
tion. 

Charles F. Harding, after a speech be- 
rating the board for its disregard of public 
opinion, read the resolution, which con- 
cluded: 

* Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that the board of education should, 
if it is in any way possible, reinstate the 
situation which existed before Mrs. Young 
withdrew her name as a candidate.”’ 

‘‘T want to add one more‘ whereas,’ " said 
Miss Haley. 


Miss Hal#y Makes Amendment. 


‘‘ Whereas,” she began—‘‘ now I want you 
to listen. Whereas, one of the members of 
the board of education, recently removed 
by the mayor, and who voted against Mrs. 
Young, is officially on record in the pro- 
ceedings of the board of education as hav- 
ing made the following statement in regard 
to Mrs. Young: 

“She without doubt stands at the head of the edu- 
cationdl forces in this country and no one will 
dispute that question. It is admitted on all sides, 
by her enemies, if she has any, that during the 
last two years under Mrs. Young's administration 
our schools have made greater strides than ever 
vefore. Let us grant, then, that all is due to Mrs. 
Young's intuition and her great ability which none 
of us deny. 

“ That is a statement from a speech of the 
honorable Mr. Dibelka.

Methodist Ministers Balk Protest. 

The Methodist ministers, meeting yester- 
day in the Gunther building, turned down by 
an almost unanimous vote resolutions of pro- 
test against the action of the board. Among 
those who spoke against the adoption of the 
resolutions were the Rey. Charlies Bayard 
Mitchell of the St. James Methodist Epis- 
copal church and the Rev. Frank D. Sheets, 
district superintendent of the Joliet district. 

The resolutions protested against the oust- 
ing of Mra. Young and called upon Mr. Shoop 
to resign. They were presented by the Rev-

“ There are two sides to this question,” Dr 
Mitchell said. ‘We are not ready to act 
either way just at this time. Thereare many 
Methodists connected with the oublic schools 
who are pleased with the election of Mr. 
Shoop. Mr. Shoop has had a long and honor- 
able career. He was the logical successor to 
Mrs. Young when she resigned. Mr. Shoop 
has the backing, I understand, of the Asso 
elation of Commerce and of the largest fra- 
ternal organization in the city. 

“Mrs. Young has no right to complain of 
politics. It was politics that put her into 
office, and it was politics that put her out. 
It is our business as a ministers’ meeting to 
keep our hands off and wait for clearer de- 
velopments.”’ 

“When I heard of the election of Mr. 
Shoop, I was delighted.” Dr, Sheets said. 
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Mrs. Young makes me smile, for I have had 
occasion to have personal experiences with 
her that has shown me that she can play the 
game of politics with the best.”

Ella Flagg Young was upheld and 
John D. Shoop denounced by Mrs. Antoinette 
Funk at a gathering of 200 women In the resi- 
dence of Mrs. George Lomax, 4518 Sheridan 
road. Mrs. Young was named the victim of 
politics, while Shoop was called the receiver 
of the political spoils.

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NARROW UNIONISM. 
Mr. John C. Harding’s “ explanation” 


before the Woman’s Equality league ex- 


plains too much. It “explains” that Mr.

Dunne may show the measure of his 
interest in an important department of pub- 
lie welfare of the people of Illinois. There 
is in the act creating the commission a 
splendid vehicle for high public service and 
for increasing if not creating prestige for 
securities issued by public service corpora- 
tions of the state. 

Inasmuch as Gov. Dunne is so largely 
responsible for this piece of legislation, the 
people are warranted in believing he will 
act in his selection of commissioners with 
the standard of probity suggested by the 
terms of the bill. If he does this, he will 
perform a public service of a high quality. 
On this commission there can be no room 
for men appointed in payment of political 
debts or for moral derelicts in the field of 
commercial honor. And there can be no 
ery raised against the provisious of the bill 
except by those accustomed to fatten at the 
expense of investors and through the cor- 
ruption of city councils. The protest will 
come from the unworthy only. 

Already there has been some scuttling of 
treasuries in anticipation of the restraint 
which the commission must exercise upon 


haste to do before the commission is ap- 
pointed what thereafter will be. unlawful 
can only react when value is té be placed 
upon assets on which utilities companies 
will seek in the future to issue securities. 
It does not appear that the office of com- 
missioner offers much room for the exercise 
of political graft. In fact, the berth should 
be an uncomfortable one for the would-be 
builder of a political machine. There are 
no jobs to be ‘given out, and no demands 
can be made upon utilities companies for 
favors, nor can a commissioner have any 
direct or indirect interest in any public util- 
ity or hold any other office or employment. 
Section 4 of the act seems very carefully 
phrased to prevent the commission from be- 
ing ‘profitable political spoil, and should be 
thoroughly perused by all the gentlemen 
whose ambition turns in that direction. 
Gov. Dunne might relieve much of the pres- 
sure on him by handing a copy of section 4 
to importunate candidates or their friends. 
A commission chosen by the governor as 
carefully as the bill seems to have been 
drawn, and willing and capable of carrying 
out its duties in the spirit of the bill, will go 
a long way toward condoning’ the refusal 
of the legislature to adopt a home rule 
provision, especially as home rule in this 
vicinity just now offers .prospects not 
of a kind to raise any citizen’s enthusi- 
asm. Considering Whicago’ s size, the com- 
plexity of its local needs and experience 
with great public atilities, it would not be 
unfair or unwise to select two of the com- 
missioners from this district, but for the 
reagon given and not as a concession to any 
mistaken and irrelevant geographical claim. 
The commission should be made up of men 
whose capacity, experience, and character 
raise them above locality and deserve the 
confidence of the whole state.

THE SKIN AND BATHING. 

HE skin consists of two layers—the 
true skin and the outer skin, or 
cuticle. In the skin are millions of 
oi] and sweat glands which empty 
their contents on the surface of the 

skin, hair follicles and hair. There are 
also numerous blood vessels—veins and art- 
eries and nerves. 

In that great expanse of skin are a muliti- 
tude of nerves sensitive to heat and cold; are 
a wilderness of thin-walled blood vessels 
filled with blood. . 

To make use of warm water and soap 
baths for cleansing purposes is well enough. 
To fail to use baths for their effect on that 
great expanse of nerves and also for their 
effect on the great vélume of blood con- 
tained in the skin capillaries is to neglect a 
great resource. 

The skin grows from below. The old 
cells are pushed to the outside by the young 
ones. As they move out, they die. The 
dead cells are finally pushed to the sur- 
face, where they lie mixed with grease, 
sweat from the sweat glands and bacteria 
of decomposition. This decomposing mass 
must be removed else the products of de- 
composition irritate the cells beneath. 

The cleansing bath being for the purpose 
of removing dirt from the ducts of the sweat 
and grease glands, as well as from the sur- 
face, the water should be warm) enough to 
cause the small skin muscles to relax and to 
cause perspiration and grease to pour out 
of the gland ducts, washing out the dirt 
and bacteria. | | 

If the person is prone to bath itch, a less 
thorough removal of the deal layers will 
bare the sensitive nerves less, and is there- 
fore better. In such pecple the cleanliness 
bath can be overdone. 

The morning, cold bath is in no sense a 
cleansing bath. Its purpose is to get an 
effect on the skin nerves and blood vessels, 
It is a nerve treatment rather than a ba 


start the heart to pumping harder, then a 
fow seconds of exposure to cold. Whenthe 
exposure comes, whether it to be through 
cold water or cold air, the skin muscles con- 
tract, and the skin blood vessels. are in 
great measure emptied. Then follows the 
rub and the exercise, whereupon the blood 
courses through the dilated capillaries, and 
the skin muscles relax. 

A cold bath is a stimulant, a tonic and 
a preventive of cold feet, if the versoa is 
able to get up a good reaction. Unless the 
after glow is good, the cold bath does no 
good. —

The warm ‘bath without soap soothes and 
calms. It induces sleep. It is good for in- 
somnia, for mental tension, for conditions 
bordering on delirium. It should be con- 
tinued /more than fifteen minutes. In hydro- 
pathic| establishments they have haths so 
arranged that the disturbed person stays 
continuously in the bath for hours, even 
days. 

To get at the nerves various methods of 
giving local baths have been devised. Such 
are sitz baths, hot foot baths, and wet

of the day; while Jules Grevy was ousted 
from, thd presidency in consequence of the 
unsavory sCandais in Which his son-in-law, 
Danie} Wilson, became involved while resid- 
ing under hig roof at the Kilysée palace

Hitherto M. Poincaré has had an adminis- 
tration composed for the moat part of his per- 
sonal friends who had voted for his elec- 
tion. The new cabinet is composed of his 
most bitter political adversaries, all of them 
men who opposed his election, while its most 
influential member, Joseph Caillaux, minis- 
ter of finance, has for the last few months 
gone about the country publicly proclaiming 
his intention of never resting until he has 
compelled M, Poincaré to shentie the chief 
magistracy. 

As M. Poincaré is a man of) a masterful 
character, who is determined to avail himself 
to the utmost of the constitutional preroga- 
tives and powers of his office, also to resist 
any attempts by the new cabinet to restrict 
these powers, a conflict between the admin- 
istration and the president may ie looked for 
at an early date. 

That M. Poincaré will put di ‘with the 
slights, the affronta, and the contemptuous 
neglect to which his predecessors at the 
BDlysée were subjected by some of the cab- 
inets of the day is not for one moment to be 
believed. He will never permit the minister 
of foreign affairs, for instance, to carry on 
negotiations with foreign powers in the name 
of the republic without his knowledge and 
consent. 

When M. Casimir Perier was president, the 
minister of foreign affairs actually declined 
to communicate to him any of the dispatches 
from French ambassadors or communica- 
tions from foreign powers. | 

It is possible, however, that in the end M. 
Poincaré may become disgusted with the en- 
tire situation created by the hostility of the 
present cabinet and may throw up the presi- 
dency in anger, as incompatible with his sense 
of self-respect, dignity, and peace of mind. 
That is what Minister ofg Finance Joseph 
Caillaux has evidently in view. |

Neither M; Poincaré nor his wife is com- 
fortable at the Blysée, and they describe 
their existence there as living either in a 
mugeum or in an uncomfortable hotel. In 
their private apartments they have now, 
however, got rid of most of the official fur- 
nitune, which had served their predecessors, 
and have installed their own furniture tn- 
stead, their ‘pictures, their hangings, their

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GOLDMAN FACES 
PERJURY HEARING 


J udge Wade Indicates Belief 
in Rothenberg as to One 
Vote Inquiry Defendant. 


ATTACK ON NORTHUP. 


Special Prosecutor Appears In- 
different When Refused 
Chance to Speak. 


Municipal Judge Edward T. Wade will an- 
nounce next Saturday whether he will hold 
Sam Goldman and Henry Minsky to the 


- grand jury on the charge of suborning per- 


jury in connection with the special grand 
jury vote fraud investigation. The prelim- 
inary hearing of the two Twentieth warders 
was concluded yesterday afternoon. 

Judge Wade indicated that he proposed to 
bind Goldman over to the grand jury, but 
admitted doubt as to the sufficiency of evi- 
dence offered by the state’s attorney on Min- 
aky. 

Special State’s Attorney John E. Northup 
was denied permission, on objection of Henry 
Berger, an assistant to State’s Attorney 
Hoyne, to make a statement to the court aft- 
er Berger had attacked Northup because he 
had not disputed charges made by Paul W. 
Rothenberg, a former investigator for North- 
up. Previously Mr. Northup had declined to 
answer questions relating to the investiga- 
tion of frauds, of which Hoyne is said to 


have been a beneficiary. 


Confession Basis of Case. 

It was Rothenberg’s “confession” to Hoyne 
and his aids that formed the basis of the 
prosecution. Attorney Frederick Burnham 
for the defense tried to impeach Rothen- 
berg’s credibility. 

He forced Mr. Berger to concede that Roth- 

enberg, the informer, is a brother of Sam 
Rothenberg, five times indicted in the pend- 
ing arson cases. 
Letters written by Rothenberg during No- 
vember to Mr. Northup from Rock Island 
and a telephone conversation from the same 
town disclosed that Rothenberg tried to get 
money from Northup on threat of exposing 
secrets of the election fraud inquiry. 

Assistant Special State’s Attorneys F. L. 
Fairbank, Leo Klein, and Victor P. Arnold 
testified to having heard by means of exten- 
sion phones the long distance conversation 
between Rothenberg and Northup and Roth- 
enberg’s ultimatum to take the “ story ’’ to 
the Chicago newspapers. Each said that 
Northup had defied Rothenberg. 


Attacks Rothenberg’s Story. 

Attorney Burnham asserted that the case 
rested oh the credence to be given Rothen- 
berg. Burnham insisted that it had been 
shown Rothenberg had lied. 

Mr. Burnham put on the stand August 
Habel of 2006 South Ashland avenue, who re- 
pudiated Rothenberg’s statement that he had 
agreed to go with him to St. Louis in an effort 
to get Julius Mann to implicate Congress- 
man A. J. Sabath in the fraud scandal. — 

Mr. Burnham dwelt on Rothenberg’s three 
different stories in respect to the St. Louis 


trip. 


Charges Northup Is Ambitious. 

Mr. Berger then assailed Mr. Northup and 
virtually charged the special prosecutor 
with being a party to the alleged scheme to 
offer perjured testimony to the special grand 
jury. 

He drew a word picture of Northup aspiring 
to succeed Hoyne as state's attorney, then 
become governor and finally president. 

Mr. Northup, forced to sit silent, gritted his 
teeth. Although Mr. Berger stated repeat- 
edly that fhe hearing affected only Goldman 
and Minsky, he intimated that future action 
might be brought against Northup. 

After Judge Wade had indid&ited that he 
proposed to hold Goldman, thus giving cre- 
dence to Rothenberg, Mr. Northup assumed 


. an attitude of indifference.

APPEAL TO GEORGE 


Militants Ask King to Prevent 
Their Leader’s Death in 
Holloway Jail. 


DAUGHTER IS RELEASED. 


Sylvia Goes Sleepless to Win 
Freedom; Arson Squad Busy; 
Zelie Emerson Held. 


LONDON, Dec. 15.—The militant suffragists 
eppealed today atraight to King George on 
behalf of their leader, Mra. Dmmeline Pank- 
hurst. At the weekly meeting of the Wom- 
en’s Social and Political union the president 


mnnounced that a telegram had been sent to 


the king as follows: 

“In your majesty’s name a noble woman 
is being done to death in Holloway jail. We 
call upon your majesty to stop this crime 
before it is too late.” 

Arson Squad Busy Again. 

The suffragists arson squad today set fire 
to a lumber yard at Devonport and destroyed 
property worth over $400,000. The lumber 
yards and considerable adjoining property 
were fire swept before the blaze was under 
‘ontrol. 

Quantities of suffragist literature and 
placards bearing the words, “‘ Revenge for 
ithe Arrest of Mrs. Pankhurst,” were found 
ecattered about. . 

The scene of the fire is the spot where 
“General” Flora Drummond and other 
militants awaited Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst 
on her arrival in England from the United 
States on Dec. 4, when the suffragist leader 
was arrested. . 


Sylvia Pankhurst Freed from Jail. 

Miss Sylvia Pankhurst was released from 
Holloway jail this evening. Since her ar- 
rest on Dec. 10 she has adopted the more 
drastic method of adding a *‘ No sleep strike " 
to her “ hunger and thirst strike ’’ in order 
to force the prison authorities to release 
here. 

Miss Zelie Emerson, the American suf- 
fragist, was brought up at the police court, 
charged with disturbing the peace last night 
in th# Bow district of the East End of Lon- 
Gon. She appeared in the prisoners’ in- 
closure with one arm ina siing. It had been 
‘badly wrenched in the scuffle with the police. 
The magistrate remanded her for a week 
On bail, after she had promised to keep the 

‘peace until after the conclusion of the cage.

-Kortschak Heard with 
Chicago Madrigal Club. 


HE Chicago Madrigal club last night 
opened its thirteenth season with a well 
attended concert in the Fine Arts thea- 
ter, receiving valunkle contributions from 
Hugo Kortschak of the Chicago Sym- 
phony orchestra as assisting violinist. 

In fact, owing to the rather unfortunate 
choite of. the opening selections, excellently 
sung but poorly fitted tor opening a program, it 
was not until Mr. Kortschak gave his first group 
that the audience demonstrated any marked de- 
gree of enthusiasm. Mr. Kortschak chose the 
“Sarabande and Tambourine” of , Leclair, 
Bach's “ Air on G String,’ and a brilliaht series 
of variations, Tartini-Kreisler. In the Bach se- 
lection Mr. Kortschak finds‘ample room for a 
portrayal of the sincere artist spirit, without 
which no performance, however flawless tech- 
nically, can impress. An exquisite tone and a 
beatiful appreciation of the composer's-~feel- 
ing he showed. This and the delicate momenta 
of the variations were among the most enjoya- 
ble parts of the program. His second offering 
was of Hungarian airs by Ernst, introducing a 
remarkable two string cadenza. He was cor- 
dially received and forced to give encores.

The Madrigal club shdws little change from 
last year. Mr. Clippinger continues to direct ad. 
mirably, and the club to show brilliant attack 
and a nice contrast of tonal volume. The so- 
pranos are weak in the extreme upper register. 
The second sopranos and altos are good, but al- 
lowed themselves to go unheard in the more vig- 
orous passages. The male ensemble is of high 
standard, and came to adequate hearing in the 
two numbers, a rollocking German chorus, 
and the artistic ‘“‘After Many a Dusty Mile” of 
Elgar.

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Miss Lamb’s Recital. 


Admirable piano playing made the annual 
recital of Miss Winifred Lamb an occasion of 
much interest and pleasure for the large audi- 
ence assembled in the Fine Arts theater Sunday 
afternoon. Her talent has to commend it abuun- 
dant temperament, a good sense of tone values, 
and ah extended command of the mechanical 
problems of the keyboard. Its shortcomings are 
concerned less with conception than with execu- 
tidn, In the moment of performance she is 
overtaken by lack of rhythmical control that 
leads inevitably to accidents. 

Those that marred her interpretation of the 
Chopin B flat minor sonato were for the most 
part mechanical. These may be dismissed 
from consideration as quite unimportant. But 
when she elects or is impelled to alter the 
rhythmical structure of the phrase she falls 
short of the highest ideals of recreative art. 
This happened in her performance of the fu- 
néral march, notably in the familiar but still 
beautiful melody of the second part. The last 
movement also was somewhat too atmospheric, 
in phrase less kind, too unclear. 

A new prelude by Debussy entitled “The 
Sounds and Perfumes of the Evening Air,’’ and 
a work in similar form by a new Russian 
composer, Tschesnokoff, called. “ First Lights 
of the Morning,’ which followed in appropri- 
ate sequence, were the most attractive of the 
several novelties offered. The latter proved 
particularly grateful and was repeated. If 
s0me of the atmospheric effects of the Chopin 
finale had been reserved for the Debussy prel- 
ude it would have profited thereby.

Yet the result of a scientific investigation 
made recently by an English professor of psy- 
chology would have us believe that it is not 
the mah or woman lovers love—it is some 
physical characteristic or attribute which at- 
tracts youth and maiden, man and woman.

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Some Contributed Recipes. 


OME kind contributor from another 
state, who forgot to sign her name, 
has sent a list of home recipes. As all 
of them read as though reliable, and 
as the first carries a recommendation 


and indorsement of years of use, it is taken’ 


for granted that they are all worthy of the 
attention of the home cook. 

The introduction to these is as follows: 
“Since the price of eggs soars every day, per- 
haps some one will be glad of a recipe for 
gingerbread which calls for no eggs, I have 
used it for thirteen years and we never tire 
of it, and it never falls. 

“ GINGERBREAD—Sift together two cups 
and one-third of flour, one teaspoon and one- 
half of soda, one-half a teaspoon of salt\ one 
tablespoon of ginger. Mix together one-third 
of a cup of melted butter or bacon fat, one 
cup of molasses, one cup of sour milk, and 
stir into the dry mixture. Bake twenty-five 
minutes.

“SUET PUDDING—One cup of molasses, one 
cup of sweet milk or water, one cup of suet 
chopped fine (one-half. cup of butter may be 
used instead of suet), one cup of raisins, one- 
half cup of currants, two cups and one-half of

flour, one-half teaspoon of soda. Mix well and 
salt and spice to taste. By adding more fruit 
and nuts this will make a good Christmas pud- 
ding. 

“ OATMEAL COOKIES—Three cups of oat- 
meal, two cups of flour, one cup of sugar, one 
cup of shortening, two eggs, one teaspoon of 
cinnamon, one teaspoonful of soda, five table- 
spoons of sweet milk. Drop on pans and bake 
in a hot oven. 

“POOR MAN’S PLUM PUDDING—Soak 
enough dry bread crumbs in sweet or sour 
milk to have a big quart after the milk Is 
pressed out. Add one big cup of molasses, 
one heaping teaspoon of cinnamon, one-fourth 
of a teaspoon of cloves, one teaspoon of lemon 
extract, one teaspoon of salt. Add flour to 
make a soft batter, and to the flour add one 
cup of raisins and one cup ofyjcurrants, Dis- 
solve one big teaspoon of soda in hot water 
and mix-it with the ‘molasses. This will fill 
three one pound coffee cans, leaving two 
inches at the top of each can—<«epace for the 
rising. Leave the cover off and steam for two 
hours. Eat with vinegar sauce. 

“VINEGAR SAUCE—One cup and a half of 
sugar, one teaspoon and a half of flour dis- 
solved in a little “water, two tablespoons of 
vinegar, a quarter of a grated nutmeg, a pinch 
of salt. Pour over this one pint and a half

of boiling water and boil ten minutes. Add 
@ small piece of butter just before taking 
from stove.”

To supply the table with suet pudding in 
winter time is considered “an inexpensive 
way of filling up hungry boys.” Here is 
general formula: One cup of suet chops 
fine, three cups of flour, one cup of raisfris, 
one cup of molasses, one cup of milk, one tea. 
spoon of soda, one teaspoon of salt, ora little 
more. 

The flank suet is less expensive than the 
kidney suet. Some people use one-half bread 
crumbs in place of the flour in making this 
pudding, and believe that the pudding is 
lighter in consequence, or, in some cases, only 
a few tablespoons of bread crumbs are used. 
Suet puddings come to us under almost as 
many names as bread puddings, and, if well 
made, furnish an excellent medium for the 
fat part of our pure fuel food. Suet may Be 


economically used in making the crusts for | 


several puddings, such as rolypoly, ginger, 
marmalade, lemon, and fig puddings. It should 
be stirred and kneaded into the flour In mak- 
ing the suet pudding, just as in making a 
paste for a crust. An old fashioned way of 
keeping suet sweet was to bury it deep in a 
fiour barral.

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PRIEST BATTLES 
THIEF IN CHURCH 


Finds Him Robbing a Joliet 
Alms Bex with Corset Steel 
Smeared with Tar. 


EVADES KNIFE THRUST. 


Joliet, Tit., Dec. 15.—[Special.]—A hand-to- 
hand fight between a Roman Catholic priest 
and a maniac detected in the act of robbing 
an alms box took place today in St. Mary’s 
church. 

The priest and the robber, locked in each 
other’s arms, rolled down the front steps of 
the church to the street, the madman trying 
to stab his adversary with a knife, When 
finally subdued and placed under arrest the 
robber said he was Charies Kazacik, or Ko- 
varik, ‘“ wealthy real estate dealer of Chi- 
cago, living at 1628 West Twenty-second 
street.’’ 

Uses Tar Smeared Steel. 

The man gained entrance to the church 
carrying a short bamboo walking stick, to 
the end of which was tacked a discarded 
corset steel. He had rubbed soft tar on the 
steel, which he inserted into the coin slot 
in the alms box. 

The coins stuck to the tar, and the thief 
had extricated about $10 in pennies, dimes, 
quarters, and half dollars when the Rev. 
John Oliver Murray arrived. 

The intruder was a big, powerful man. 
while the priest was much his inferior in 
size and stature. But Father Murray grap- 
pled with the maniac. : 

The first rush of the priest carried the 
madman through the portals to the edge of 
the steep flight of steps at the front of the 
church. For several moments the two men 
struggled there, the priest trying to hold 
the thief, who made frantic efforts to es- 
cape. Finally both men toppled over and 
rolled, locked in each other’s grasp, down 
the steps, their momentum carrying them 
over the sidewalk and into the street. 


Tries to Stab Priest. 

While midway down the steps the mad- 
man drew a knife, with which he tried to 
stab the priest. Father Murray grasped the 
hand in which the knife was held and pre- 
vented*his opponent from wounding him. 

As St. Mary's church is near the heart of 
Joliet’s business district, a large crowd was 
attracted, more than 200 persons rushing to 
the ‘rescue of Father Murray. The maniac 
continued to fight, however, and it required 
three policemen to take him to the nearest 
station. 

There he was searched. Among other 
things in his possession was found a war- 
ranty deed conveying a $3,000 piece of prop- 
erty to him. This fact leads the police to 
believe he was not in want of money, but 
that he robbed the church because of a mania. 
After being taken to his cell he several times 
gave way to fits of rage.

BUDGET IS MADE 


Efficiency Bureau Figures Al- 
low Exact Estimate for 
Wages, 


FUND TRANSFERS STOPPED 


Engineer Jacobs Says Rule Will 
Jake Care of Increases 
in Salaries. 


MERIT BASIS OF ALL PROMOTIONS 


The city council committee on finance last 
night eliminated $200,000 worth of ‘‘ wind ’”’ 
from the municipal budget for 1914. It agreed 
to appropriate for *‘ salaries and wages "’ only 
the exact amounts computed as necessary. 

During 1913 there have been transfers of 
$241,000 from salary appropriations to other 
appropriations. Department heads told the 
finance committee they had saved salaries to 
that extent. Now the efficiency division of 
the civil service commission, the watchdog of 
the budget, says it was not economy but over- 
appropriation. 

** Instead of computing how many employés 
would be entitled to a specified salary,” said 
J. Louis Jacobs, efficiency engineer, ‘* rough— 
and generous—estimates were made. For 


| these we substitute exact ¢omputations.” 


Forbids Fund Transfers. 

To protect the salary funds, the committee 
ruled that “ no transfers of salary funds to 
appropriations for other purposes " shall be 
permitted. 

This was one of several rules advocated by 
Engineer Jacobs. He said he considered 
their adoption a long step toward the “ real 
merit” system. 

The first provides that no advancement in 
salary shall be made except on the basis of 
seniority and efficiency as established by 
the civil service records. The second is that 
no increases shall be given during 1914 unless 
the eligibility of the recipient shall have been 
established by records before Feb. 1, 1914, 
except for the $840 grade in clerical service. 

The third rule forbids advancement from 
a group except after three months’ service. 
The fourth prescribes that no advance shall 
be made where the employé’s. efficiency 
mark is not above 75, and only exceptionally 
when under 80. 


Increase Depends on Duties. 

The fifth rule fs that no salary shall be 
increased unless increased duties and re- 
sponsibilities are involved. 

Mr. Jacobs said the council could thus pro- 
vide for the advancement of all employés 
eligible without using all the saving for that 
purpose. He estimated that about $50,000 
was needed for Increases. 

Ald. Frank J. Wilson sought to increase 
the extra compensation of Chairman Richert 
from $3,000 to $4,500. Ald. T. K. Long and 
others insisted the “ raise’ would be fair, 
but Ald. Richert refused to have the motion 
put. 

The committee sustained Controller Trae- 
ger in allowing the Chicago plan commission 
only $10,000 for the year, although it asked 
for $30,000. 


BUYS INTO $10,000,000 MINE 
AT BOTTOM OF THE LAKE. 


Stockholders of Nevada Investigate 
New Comstock and Make Sad Discov- 
ery—Promoter Now on Trial. 


Robert Linn, a mining promoter, yesterday 
was placed on trial before Federal Judge 
Mack on a charge of using the mails in « 
scheme to defraud. He is charged with hav- 
ing sold $7,000 worth of stock in the New 
Comstock Gold Mining company, a $10,000,000 
Nevada corporation, who8e “ gold mine,” ac- 
cording to the government, is worthless. 

Assistant District Attorney David D. Stans- 
bury is in charge of the prosecution. Linn, in 
his advertising, according to posta! officials. 
stated the mine had $25,000,000 worth of gold 
in sight and that $1,000,000 worth had been 
dug out. 

Persons who bought stock made an inves- 
tigation and found, according to the postal 
officiais, that the mine had been under water 
twenty years and that Linn did not even 
hold title to the property. Selection of a jury 
was completed and taking of testimony will 
begin today.

ON EQUAL TERMS 
WITH GEN. HUERTA 


President Wilson Recognizes 
Rebel as De Facto Head of 
Northern Territory. 
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NORMAL AT TAMPICO AGAIN 
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Adjournment of Mexican Congress 
Gives Dictator Clear Sled- 
ding Until April. 


TERRAZAS GIVES VILLA $250,000 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C, Dec. 15.—[Special.]J— 
The Wilson administration has recognized 
Gen. Carranza, not only as the de facto 
authority in control of the immediate locality 
where he maintains his headquarters but 
also as the head of the revolution in Mexico 
and so much of a government as the Con- 
Stitutionalists seem to maintain. 

This became known here this afternoon 
when Secretary.Bryan admitted that the 
State department was making representa- 
tions to Gen. Carranza regarding the ex- 
cesses Which Gen. Villa is accused of com- 
mitting at Chihuahua. 

By these proceedings the Wilson adminis- 
tration has put Carranza and the Constitu- 
tionalist movement on practically the same 
basis as President Huerta and the federal 
government. 

The administration does not recognize 
Huerta as the head of a government, but 
only as the de facto authority in control of 
a certain portion of Mexican territory and 
holding subordinate to himself authorities 
in various localities. The communications 
with Carranza have accorded him practi- 
cally the same thing. The communications 
have been carried on through Consul Louis 
Hostetter at Hermosillo. 


Tampico Conditions Normal. 

The following message, dated 2 p. m. today, 
was received tonight by the navy depart- 
' ment from Rear Admiral Fletcher: 

* Business has been resumed and condi- 
tions in Tampico and vicinity are normal. 
The water supply has been renewed and there 
are no indications of further disturbance. 
Cannot return refugees to Tampico until the 
weather moderates. The German steamer 
Cecille leaves today. The Logician will be 
delayed for the present. The Sumner will 
arrive outside at 6 p. m. and the Ward liner 
will return Tuesday.’’ 


CLEAR SLEDDING FOR HUERTA. 

Mexico City, Dec. 15.—From now until 
April 2, President Huerta will be obliged to 
conduct the government without congress, 
as that specially created organization was 
formally adjourned today. 

Its most important acts during the sessiog 
were the ratification of the president’s as- 
sumption of power over the various depart- 
ments of the government, after dissolving 
the preceding congress, and réegranting to 
the president the same power, which gives 
Gen. Huerta, until congress convenes again, 
practically the sway of a dictator. 


Only Four Trains for Rebels. 

The situation around Tampice is declared 
by the government to be satisfactory. Late 
railway reports indicate that the rebels fn 
their retreat took away only four locomo- 
tives and enough cars to make up four 
trains.

Laredo, Tex., Dec. 15.—One hundred and 
ninety-six federal dead were counted after 
a battle with Constitutionaliste at Salinas, 
thirty miles north of Monterey, last Friday, 
according to a telephone report received at 
Constitutionalist headquarters here today. 

The report said a force of 350 federals, en 
route to reinforce the Nuevo Laredo garri- 
son, fell in with 800 rebels under Santos 
Coy and were cut to pieces. No revolution- 
ists were killed, it was asserted,

MURPHY AGAIN IN FIELD. 


Asks Herrmann for Permission 
to Talk Terms with Joe; 
Dispute Up to Tener.

One fine, large family row, involving three 
National league clubs—Cincinnati, Brooklyn, 
and Chicago—the question of “ who's who 
and who ain't” in Cincinnati, the validity 
of a signed agreement, and several other 
problems of baseball etiquette, has grown 
out of the scramble for the services of Joe: 
Tinker and the efforts of Garry Herrmann 
to dispose of them. The whole shooting 
match is liable to end in the civil courts un- 
less President Governor John Tener proves 
capable of handling the inmates of the ward 
of which he was recently elected head keeper. 

The Cincinnati club’s board of directors, 
which recently declined to let any mere 

- Manager usurp its rights, refused yesterday 
to permit President Herrmann to exercise 
any of its authority and repudiated the sale 
of Tinker.to the Brooklyn club for $25,000. 
The Brooklyn club served notice it would 
hold the owners of the Reds tothe agreement 
entered into by their official representative 
at the league meeting. The Chicago club 
took advantage of the scrap to reopen nego- 
tiations for a trade which would bring Tinker 
back to the west side, and Tinker himself 
deciared he would block any deal for his 
@ervices unless the Chicago club was given 
@ chance to bid for him. 

Now, if the recent Red manager were only 
on the vaudeville stage instead of president 
of a plating company, what a chance for 
pressagentry! 


Murphy * arts New Oampaign. . 

As soon as Prexy Murphy learned of the 
action of the Cincinnati directors, declaring 
off Herrmann’s sale of Tinker to Brooklyn, 
he indicted a formal! letter to the Reds’ presi- 
dent, asking for a renewal of the permis- 
sion previously given him to converse with 
the shortstop. It was stated that this per- 
mission was sought with a view to reopening 
negotiations for a trade with Cincinnati, in 
view of the fact the deal with Brooklyn 
was off. 

A MUst of the Cubs under reservation for | 
next season was forwarded with the letter 
to Herrmann with a request to indicate what 
players, if any, the Cincinnati club owners 
would accept in exchange for Tinker. But 
before entering into even tentative negotia- 
tions the G&b boss made it'plain that he de- 
sired to see Tinker personally and ascer- 
tain if all this stuff in the papers about the 
shortstop wanting to return to the west side 
team was authentic. 

President Murphy apparently was unaware 
that he had made a faux pas in addressing 
President Herrmann of the Reds. He should 
have asked the directors of the Cincinnati 
club for such permission. Otherwise, if his 
request to talk to Tinker is granted by the 

_ ‘Reds’ figurehead, it may be repudiated by 
the directorate and the Cub boss may find 
himself yanked up before the national com- 
mission for conversing with a player with- 
@ut proper authority. 


Cubs Have Material for Trade. 

However, if the Tinker tangle eventually is 
g@olved tn a way that will land Joseph at short- 
stop on the Oub team there will be no complaint 
in Chicago, and in fact nothing but rejoicing. 
There is no doubt concerning the Chicago club’s 
desire to obtain Tinker, and the player ts openly 
espousing the cause of the west side club in the 
dicker. He wants to come back and makes no

New Study Added Feature to 
'U. of I. Curriculum. 


SOON TO BUILD GOLF COURSE. 


Tom Bendelow Gives Horticultural 
Students Pointers on Work.

Golf course construction is to be an add 
feature to the curriculum of the department 
of horticulture at the University of Illinois, 
and in furtherance of this scheme the uni- 
versity shortly will acquire enough land to 
permit of the installation of an eighteen hole 
course. 

Tom Bendelow, the Chicago expert, was a 
guest of Prof. Blair at Urbana last week, 
and, although the big Scotchman has laid 
out over 500 courses, he is quite willing to 
admit he got a few pointers while acting as 
critic on the work of the students. 


Talks for Course Construction. 

In. his talk to the students Mr. Bendelow 
stated there were 960 golf courses in Eng- 
land, 888 in Scotiand, 188 In Ireland, and 40 in 
Wales. All the countries, he said, could be dropped 
into the state of Texas, and as there already are 
1,200 courses in America it is certain that golf 
course construction will be quite a factor in the 
work of the landscape architect. — 

Mr. Bendelow inspected the plans of several 
students who had laid out golf courses and found 
they possessed much merit. He impressed upon 
the professors that a knowledge of golf was neces- 
sary to the course architect, and his argument 
earried a lot of weight in the decision to install a 
bigger course for the use of the students. 

Bendelow will leave soon for Excelsior Springs, 
Mo., where he will lay out a new course.

At the recent meeting of the board of re- 
view of the National Trotting association 
in New York City, an effort was made, to 
get the views of horsemen and others on the 
subject of new legislation, with the result 
that many changes were talked of and will be 
Presented today. 


Rules to Be Proposed. 
The most important are these: 


Under the present system every horse win- 
ning a heat or making a dead heat for first place is 
given a record corresponding with the time made 
in the heat. 
wrong, that only the winner of a race should bear 
the penalty of a record. They have framed a 
proposed rule which provides that ‘' only the win- 
ner of a race shall acquire a record or a bar to 
eligibility in a heat race. Time made by the 
other heat winners shall constitute a breeder's 
record," 

The intent of the proposed rule is to discourage 
the “laying up’’ of horses whose drivers do not 
think them capable of winning a race and hence 
do not want to win a heat and acquire a faat record. 

The matter of hoppled pacers versus free legged 
ones also will be taken up. A new rule will be 
proposed which gives a free legged pacer three 
seconds over one with its legs tied to- 
gether. 


Allowance for Non-Winners. 


Another proposed allowance rule has to do with 
@ll starters and reads that a horse shal! be al- 
lowed one second for each year in which he fails 
to reduce his record or to win a race. 

The practice of *‘ laying up’ a horse in a heat 
will be considered, and a rule is ready which 
states that * loafing part of the way’ shall be 
construed as laying’ up, Such a rule, however, 
would be impossible of fair and equitable en- 
forcement and is not likely to be adopted.

Temporarily, at least, short selling of New 
Haven stock has run somewhat ahead of the 


Uquidation. The stock was cousistently strong 
today, if so violent a term might be applied to 


today’s stock market in any of its aspects. New 


Haven, in fact, was up 1% points in an otherwise 


sloppy market, Going short of New Haven does 


not seem to lose its popularity, although there 


has undoubtedly been a big liquidation of such 
contracts in the last few days. 


The demand for the stock in the loan market !s 
now so great that a premium is charged for the 
stock for loaning purposes which is big enough 
to dis.ourage speculators for the fall in an effect- . 
ive manner. A premium of \% of 1 per cent means 
that the operator on the short side is compelled 
to pay $25 per day for every hundred shares he is 
short of. Moreover, the lender of the stock has

The speculator for the fall in the stock, in other 
words, has a charge against himself of about-386 
per cent, counting 360 days in a year. He has to 


pay that before he can begin to count any profits. 
Naturally such a situation is extraordinary and 
must correct itself in the course of time.

A formal ap- 
plication for listing on any organized exchange 
would mean that the bureau of corporations 
would immediately make public the periodical 
#oports of the companies which it now keeps 
secret. 

It has been contended that the brokers dealing 
in these shares have opposed the listing of the 
shares chiefly on the ground that the current un- 
certainty is the life blood of the extraordinary 
speculatior in the market for these shares!

Fixing of Prices. 

“Tt is important that we should know 
thé truth about the fixing of retail prices and 
as to whether giving the privilege of so fix- 
ing the prices toa manufacturer tends toward 
monopoly or does not so tend. 

. “ The law with us is for the time fixed by the 
decision of the Supreme court that the fix- 
ing of retail prices on the part of manu- 
facturers is unlawful. If, however, new 


bewislation should in the future be required, 
it is important that the truth be known lest 
injustice be done, not so much to the manu- 


facturer as to the consumer. 
“That there are immediate and well known 


conditions that should and can be remedied 


by law is apparent. Some of these remedies 


shall be a presumption that all restraints of 
trade are unreasonable, and placing the bur- 
den of establishing the reasonableness of 
such restraint upon the party alleging it; 
legislation preventing the watering of stocks; 
that corporations shall not hold stock in 
other competing companies, and that neither

ly or indirectly by holding office in other cor- 
porations.
